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After Stone Ocean, Jolyne found herself in the space 
between the universes. In a different universe, she had 
been fated to die at Father Pucci’s hand, sacrificing herself 
to give Emporio the chance to survive and defeat Pucci and 
was reborn in a universe where the Joestars had all lived 
happy lives as slightly different people. But in this version 
of events, Jolyne absorbed the powers of [Made in Heaven | 
into her own [Stone Free! . Though she couldn’t stop her 
home universe from falling apart, as she floats in the 
margins between different worlds, different lives, Jolyne 
resolves to weave a new universe. 

Jolyne makes this new universe much the same as our own, 
yet in a deeper way quite different. Familiar with the 

| problems and failings of the state and capitalism, she 
instead made her universe one where anarchistic thought

Anarchism is the philosophy and action of raloating all hierarchies. This 
includes the state and capitalism, alongside racism, sexism, homophobia, 
classism, ableism, transphobia, and all other forms of oppression. 
Anarchism can be argued to be how humanity lived before the rise of 
formal states and empires. 

Communism is when the means of production and private property are 
collectively owned by everyone. (Note that private property (usually land) 
is different from personal property (one's belongings), specifically meaning 
property that is used to exploit or deprive others). Communism is meant to 
be ultimately stateless and classless, thus making it an excellent 
complement to anarchism. 

Anarcho-communism is the blending of the two philosophies towards a 
movement based on common ownership of the means of production and 
private property, collective action, horizontal leadership and direct 
democracy, and the elimination of hierarchies. That is what Jolyne and we 
all are fighting for.

Mutual aid is a cornerstone of anarchist praxis. It's the 
ecognition of our collective humanity and a means to 

support communities while organizing against the 
4 factors that marginalize us. 

Mutual aid is different than a charity. Charities are 
_ hierarchical organizations that only serve specific 
4 populations and have requirements for even being 
§ eligible to receive aid. Mutual aid, in comparison, is the } 
front line of a community building solidarity by helping

Fighting Racism for White People 


A common misconception on the part of white people 
is the idea that racism is both only an individual 
problem and that racism comes from a conscious 
hatred/dislike. It is not. Racism is imbued into every 
structure and is something that we must work to 





When racism is called out in a movement, it needs to 
be addressed. The time, location, or emotionality of a 
critique/call out of racism does not invalidate it- POC's 
lives matter more than white comfort. Work to fix the 
problem and prevent it from happening again. 

Don't rely solely on the labor of POC to call out racism 
and don't expect them to accomodate white fragility. 
Instead, educate yourself. 

One last important point is this: other intersectional 
oppression does not excuse racism. Being queer, 
female, disabled, etc., does not cancel out the impact 
of your racism. Do better. 


For People of Color in the Struggle: 


Remember to take time for self-care. This work is 
immeasurably difficult and stressful, especially when it's 
something that impacts your daily life. 

Call out racism in the movement when you see it, but 
make it clear that you expect your allies to educate 
themselves and work to fix it rather than relying on the 
labor of POC. 

Address and confront the baggage of internalized racism 
and colorism. You don't need to bring it with you. 

Don't resort to respectability politics and assimilation. 
You don't need to live up to some white standard to 
‘deserve’ to be respected and treated equally. 


Steps for Revolution 


Check for comrades in your local area 


Check and see if there's any people already organizing in your area. Even if they're 





not someone you might want to work with forever, you can still learn about ways to 
organize locally. If you can't find any, you can create your own. 





Find an appropriate and accessible location, and make sure to broadcast about your 
meetings as much as possible. At the meetings, recognize problems that 
you can address, and use the consensus method to 
decide on a course of action, by assigning points of 
actions to individuals. Make sure to have 
regular meetings! 
















Normalize revolutionary ideas in your area with 
fliers, stickers, zines, and similar. Wheatpasting 
campaigns with adequate enthusiasm and 
distribution can make a single leftist seem like 
thirty. Making these ideas more accessible will 
make people more interested in helping the 

; " movement. 






Don't just preach, put your ideas 

into practice. Work to build 

community sufficiency- things like 
neighborhood defense, waste & 


reduction, food distribution, and 
more can be organized in time by 
just a few comrades. As people see 
it working, they'll be more 
interested in joining up and 
helping. 


Wheatpastinds 


Wheatpasting is a simple form of direct 
action that allows you to communicate ideas 
and decorate your surroundings. Use the 
recipe below to make a simple glue that 
can be used to glue up posters and art! 

2 parts flour (wheat or white) 


3 parts water 
sugar or cornstarch (optional) 









Stir flour and water together. Make 
sure there aren't any lumps! Bring 
to a boil. Allow to simmer for f 
at least half an hour (adding 
water as needed). Sugar or 
cornstarch can also be added 
for extra sticking power. This glue 
will keep for a while in a sealed 
container, especially if 
kept refrigerated. 

Apply to the back of 
whatever you want to put 
up, then add some to the 
corners once it’s up to seal 


it. This paste works best on 
Qe glass, or stucco.

Things You Can Do Now to Increase Accessibility 


* Amplify disabled voices

to resolve it 

»* Add image and video descriptions and captions whenever possible 

* Learn some sign language-- just the alphabet and basic signs can go far 
to make someone feel included 

* Use dyslexia-friendly fonts more often
